Some 
years ago such a thing would not 
have happened as a. busy clergyman 
leaving his parish to attend a' meet- 
ing in Dublin on behalf of the deaf 
and dumb. Hut it was especially in- 
teresting to remember that * this 
interest in the adult deaf and dumb 
of Ireland had sprung very largely 
from the hearts of two women 
sisters — whose names will ever be 
cherished as being amongst the fore- 
most of the friends on behalf of those 
afflicted persons — Mrs. Kingston and 
Miss Tredenniok ; and this reminded 
them of the great sorrow the M 
had passed through during the past 
year in the death of the latter honour- 
ed lady. That meeting had been 
postponed till that date on account 
of her demise. She was a noble 
example of what a woman, ;n the 
face of great difficulties and great 
discouragements, was able to 

accomplish, and her noble record was 
that she did what she could. She 
was pre-eminently endowed with the 

grace of perseverance ; Bhe was charac- 
terised by a quiet and indomitable 
enthusiasm ; and if honour was 
given to whom honour was due there 
would certainly be a lasting momi 
ment somewhere to her memory. 
Let them pray that the sorrow which 
had fallen upon the Mission Hall that 
year might lie sanctified to the whole 
Mission. In Key. Dr. Williamson's 
letter of apology he referred to the 
proposed erection of the new institute. 
This was an idea which he hoped 
would surely be realised, and he 
thought there could be no mole fitting 
memorial of Miss Tredenniek than 
that the new institute should be eall- 
ed the Tredenniek Hall.

People, who 
have attended nohools but, vury little, 
sometimes use the best language, be- 
cause they have always read the best 
books. 

"A third reason is that books and 
magazines tell us about people ami 
things that we have never seen and 
are never likely to see. We do not 
want to have our thoughts eontined to 
the people and places wo see every- 
day, w e want to know what is going on 
in the great world outside. An illus- 
trated magazine recently contained an 
interesting article, which described 
the city of Milwaukee, Wis. Most of 
us will never see (hat city, but those 
who have read that article, feel almost 
as though they had seen it —the de- 
scription and pictures are so perfect. 

" Sonic of \ on may say that you 
have no time for reading, and that 
you do not understand all that you 
read. But surely none of us are so 
busy that fifteen i..inutos a day can 
not be spared ! In fifteen minutes 
yon can read four pages of a maga- 
zine, and that means L'S pages a week, 
iges a month and 1,844 pages a 
year ! 

•• Not long ago, one of our best pa- 
pers advised a young lady to take 
om- magazine and read it through, no 
matter whether she understood Of 
md. It was illustrated, and she be- 
came interested in finding the inean- 
il the pictures, and in that way 
learned to enjoy the whole. 

•'('all on young ladies, who do not 

care for reading, and they will often 

seem not lo know what, to do with 
themselves. They arc tired of house- 
work, tired of sewing, tired of every- 
thing. Hut visit one who is fond of 
books, and how different it is. She 
has so much to talk about !

Stratford, which had been my home 
for the past eighteen years, for the 
far west. At Berlin, A. S. Waggon- 
er and Louis Koohler met me and 
hade me farewell, and I proceeded on 
to Toronto, where I was met by John 
Flynn. In the evening, we visited 
Mr. and Mrs. A. W. Mason in the 
west end of the city on a business 
matter. 

The next day, Sunday, 1 attended 
the deaf-mutes' service of the West 
End Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, which was conducted in an able 
manner by Philip Fraser, tho subject 
being about the parable of the great 
supper (St. Luke xn., l.v.'s). In 
the afternoon, at three o'clock, I also 
attended the meeting of the deaf- 
mutes iu the hall of the Young Street 
Young Men's Cluistian Association. 
Mr. .1. D. Nasmith delivered an ad- 
on the betrayal of Christ (St. 

Luke xxn., 47), Mr. R. C. Slater 
translating it, into the sign-language 
for the benefit of the mutes present. 
In the evening, 1 went, in company 
w ith my old ciiuin, Charles Elliott, to 
one of the Baptist Churches to witness 
the baptismal ceremonies performed 
upon his brother and sister. 

The following day at noon, 1 board- 
ed a train for the north. From To- 
ronto to Bairie the country is beauti- 
ful with elevated farms. The west 
portion of Lake Simeoe comes into 
view at Bradford and continues till 
the train passes Orilla, after which 
the SWampy and sylvan region is pass- 
ed to Qravenhnrst. There 1 had my 
supper, and then proceeded on 
through a net -work of lakes, ponds 
and streams. Near Longford, the 
train dragged itself through a flood, 
which covered the track to the depth 
of from half a foot to two feet for the 
distance of half a mile. 1 cujoyed 
this strange experience very much, 
as the water covered the great area of 
land, caused by snow melting and 
having no outlet! The wilds of Parry 
Sound were gone through, and there 
were several bush tires along the route. 
The train reached North Bay, the 
terminus of the northern division of 
,. T. K., at midnight, and 1 
went to the Pacific Hotel. There w as 
another arrival at the hotel, and he 
spoke something to mo, but 1 signi 
fled that 1 was a deaf-mute. Then, to 
my surprise, he spelled the words on 
olio hand. After some invest i; 
I found the stranger was Mr. Wm. 
Langmuir. son of J. W. Langmuir. 
ox-inspeoter of the Belleville Institu- 
tion. 

The next day. Tuesday, the 'JSth, 1 
took a view of North Bay. It yras 
snowing in the morning, and tho side 
walks wore hoary with the "beauti- 
ful." The thermometer registered at 
the freezing point. Lake N if 
w as still looked in ice, and 1 visited 
some important parts of tho little 
town. In the afternoon, I took the 
palace C. V. R. train for the west, 
which w.s.s four hours late, and soon 

i through a comparatively wild 
, whore forests, meadows, ice- 
bound lakes and rocky ridges alter- 
nate. The scenery is striking and, in 
some places, extremely interesting. 

Timber-cutting is the chief industry 
in those wild regions, there being but 

little agricultural settlement* 
Sturgeon. Falls, the train passed di- 
rectly over the falls on the Stn 
KivoV. At gndbury, large quantities 

of world-wide renowned nickel ores 
are seen along with many smoky 
smelting fnm : Heron Bay. 

tho majestic Lake Superior comes 
into view, and is skirted for sixtv 
miles through and around "the bold 
and harsh promontories of rook (from 
fifty to two hundred and fifty feet 
high), with deep rocky cuttings, via- 
and tunnels constantly occur- 
ring. Tho groat swoop on the sharp 
around tho Jackfish Bay is 



particularly fine. I had the pleasure 
of seeing this wonderful scenery and 
enjoying the exciting trip along the 
lake shore. Fort Arthur is 
reached, which is beautifully situated 
on Thunder Bay. along with Fori 
William which is four miles distant, 
is tho most important Canadian port 
on Lake Superior. Tho tine line of 
C P. R. Steamers ply between Fort 
Arthur and' Owen Sound during the 
navigation season. In Fort Arthur I 
sot my watch om' hour back in con- 
formity with the central standard 
time. The twenty-four hour system 
is also in use on the western division 
of the C. F. K. By this system (ho 
a.m. and p.m. are abolished and (ho 
hours from noon till midnight are 
counted as from twelve to twenty- 
four o'clock. In passing out of those 
towns the train again enters (he wild 
broken country for hour after hour, 
rushing through numerous rooky up- 
lifts and a primeval forest of trees, 
mostly fire, with rapid rivers and deep 
rock-bound lakes. The Lake of tho 
Woods appears in view with its 
hundreds of large and tiny islands at 

Hat Portage. Passing out of the 

station tho train urns through a 
tunnel into Keewatin. where there is 

a mammoth flouring mill built of 
granite quarried on the spot. After 
this the country begins to flatten out 
and gradually assumes tho character- 
istics of the prairie, and the train rolls 
over the Red River on a long iron 
bridge and enters Winnipeg, which is 
the Metropolis of the Canadian North- 
west. Here I arrived at my destina- 
tion on Thursday, April 80th, after a 
journey of nearly one thousand and 
fotir hundred miles, which took five 
days, including all delays and slop 
over in Toronto. 1 need' not add any- 
thing about the hearty hospitality 
extended to mo by my friends in the 
Prairie City, as this letter is already 
too long.
